ion of all conſiderate men, becaule he

Cxropalates relateth, how the Excel- 
Jent Painter Metbodins,drawing the laſt 
day Heaven black, the Earth on fire,the 
Sea in blood, the Throne of God en- 
vironed with Angels in the Clouds, 
wrought upon Bogerss the Barbarous 
King, of Bxlgaria, fo as that in a ſhort

Theſe Conſiderations made weeping 
Heraclitus wipe his eyes,and look cheer- 
tully, ſaying, That his cycs were never 
dry till he had ſettled his thoughts 
about his eternal ſtate, and had a dry 
Soul,not ſteeped in luſt, capable of the 
notions of immortality, the only ſup» 
port of Belaſarins, when having been 
che Thunderbolt of War , made the 
Eaſt, Weit and South to. tremble, the 
mighty Powers of the-Earth crawling 
in dult before him 3 he that drew the 
whole World in throngs after him,was 
forſaken,and walked through the ftreets 
of Conſtantinople with two or three ſer- 
ants, as a man that had: out-lived his 
Funerals, to ſerve as a ſpectacle of pity;

the Streets, Date obolum Beliifario.” 

This example, and others, of the ſad

What Stephen Gardiner.ſaid of Juſti- 
fication by Faith, a branch of our Re- 
ligion, is true of all of it, viz. That 
though it be not looked upon as a good 
breakfaſt for men to live up to in the 
heat of their youth, yet is it a good 
ſupper for men to live upon in their re- 
duced years. The Perſian Meſſenger in
